in its grasp tonight. : 

At 10 o'clock the water had, reached 
a stage of 26 feet and was rising a half 
foot an-hour. The weather bureau pre- 
30 “fect by tomorrow morning, 
and possibly a foot higher, when the 
crest of the flood arrives late Sunday 
afternoon. 

While the weather conditions tonight 
are much colder and snow flurries are 
experienced at intervals, the changed 
conditions will have absolutely no ef- 
fect on the high water. 

At the head waters the rivers con- 
tinue ta rise and scores of cities and 
towns In western Pennsylvania, eastern 
Ohio and West Virginia are partially 
inundated. 

Damage Several Millions. 

In the Pittsburg district alone the 
damage, it is expected, will amount to 
several million doilars. 

The record flood of last year, when 
the water reached a stage of 36 1-2 
feet, caused damage estimated at $/0,- 
000,000, but sufficient warning was 
given this year to save much property. 
A conservative estimate places the 
Number of men thrown out of work 
by the flood here at 20,000. This great 
increase to the army of unemployed Is 
expected to result in much suffering. 
The men are employed in the mills, 
manufacturing plants, vusiness houses 
and coal mines located in the flood 
gone. For weeks charitable organiza- 
tions have been soliciting funds for 
the unemployed and today additional 
appeals were made for contributions 
to assist the flood vicitims. 

The high water has been responsi- 
ble for numerous. narrow escapes and 
thrilling rescues, but up to late tonight 
ro fatalities have béen reported. Dur- 
ing the flood last year a score of per-

Palermo, February 16.—From Carlen- 
tint have been received particulars of 
a somewhat gruesome discovery made 
in am ancient monastery. For many 
years the monastery has not been in- 
habited, and it was intended to use 
one portion of the building as a com- 
mercial school, and another as a bar- 
racks for carabineers. The _ little 
chufch attached to the monastery had, 
however, remained open for public 
worship. Behind the sacristy is a door, 
which had always been shut, and was 
believed to lead into one of the rooms 
of the disused monastery. “A few days 
ago the syndic of Carlentini decided 
to have the door opened and to use 
the room for storage purposes. Work- 
men were accordingly summoned, and 
when the door was broken down a 
terrifying spectacie met the gaze of 
the laborers. -The room was full of 
human skeletons piled one on the oth- 
er, and reaching almost to the celling. 
Near this room were others also full 
of gruesome human remains. 

The municipal authorities, who were 
apprised of the matter, ordered the im- 
mediate burial of all the skeletons. 
Shortly afterwards, at a little distance 
from the lugubrious ossuary, two pa- 
vilions were found also full of bones. 
It is calculated that altogether at least 
4000 skeletons were thus brought to 
light.

ALONG RAILWAYS 


Reports » af he} Mississipp 
“Tornado Were Exagperated 


ONLY THREE PERSONS DEAD 


But There Are Many Injured, and 
the Property Loss May Reach 
* $260,000 — One Village 
Scattered Over 4 
Miles. 


Hattiesburg, Miss., February !5.—A 
trip through Jones and Jasper coun- 
ties, Miss., early today revealed ~ec- 
ords of only three deaths as a result 
of the cyclone which yesterday swept 
through that section of the state. 

The greatest damage was done at 
Mossville, where two old negroes, Alec 
Kirk and his wife, lost their lives. 
The six-year-old child of Ike Holloway, 
at Service, Miss., was also killed. These 
three deaths are the only ones verified. 

Wild rumors of many dead negroes 
lying alongside railroad tracks through 
Jones and Jasper counties were inves- 
tigated and found to be without foun- 
dation. There were many persons in- 
jured in the cyclone, but few of them 
were injured seriously, 

The property damage will be large, 
but at this time it is difficult to esti- 
mate it. Besides dwellings, stores and 
outhouses, much timber was destroyed, 
and it is thought at this time that the 
damage will amount to at least a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, possibly more, 

All of the streams in Jasper and 
Jones counties are flooded itoday, and 
it is with daffficulty that thé roads are 
traveled. A number of bridges have 
been washed away, and communication 
by road between towns has, in conse- 
quence, been cut off in many instances. 

Reports Exaggerated. 


Reports of much damage at Soso, a 
small settlement, were investigated 
and found to be greatly exaggerated. 
Several negroees were reported killed 
at that place, but this also proved to 
be untrue. 

Four whole buildings and two halves 
of buildings are the only habitations 
Standing today in Mossville. The re- 
mainder of the structures were blown 
down, and many of thém blown well 
outside the town by the storm, which 
Was one .of the most violent to cross 
south Mississippi. 

The buildings left standing here are 
two’ residengés, a cotton gin and a 
school house. The bulldings which the 
storm cut in two are the Gulf and Ship 
Island railroad depot and a residence. 

The station master happened to be 
in the half of the depot which was 
left standing, and was scarcely dis- 
turbed as the other half of the sta; 
tien went down in a heap and flew 
away piecemeal. 

Village Seattered Over Four Miles. 


The inhabitants of Mossville claim 
that their village was scattered over 
at least four miles of territory, this 
Statement being based upon the iden- 
tification of a hatchet picked up by a 
farmer four miles from here as part 
of the stock of the general store of 
the village. The contents of this store 
are plainly visible scattered over at 
least half a mile of ground in every 
direction by the wind. Many evidences 
of the force of, the storm are evident~. 
Strong oak trees are twisted and up- 
rooted, and scattered in the main street 
of the town. 

The tornado cut a patch several miles 
long through timber and almost every 
other obstruction on the face of the 
country. Those who have been out itn 
this storm -tra!fl state that the loss 
may reach several hundred thousand 
doliars.

Only War Department Officer to 
Inspect State Treops 


RADICAL CHANGE IN CUSTOM 


State Inspection to Be Made Prahb- 
ably in Summer—Inspection Or- 
der Sent Out Yesterday Pro- 
vides Only for Inepection 
by a United States 
Army Officer. 


An interesting and at the same time 
remarkable fact about the order dl- 
recting the usual annual inspection of 
the national guard of Georgia, just is- 
sued, is that it makes no provtsion 
whatever for the customary state in- 
spection, but only for inspection by 
the United States army officer detailed 
by the war department—Major George 
F. Landers, of the coast artillery. 

Heretofore it has been customary for 
the state tnspecting officer to accom- 
pany the United States army officer, 
and for both inspections to be made at 
the same time. It is generally under- 
stood, too, that the war department 
expects a state officer to accompany 
the officer which it details to do the 
work. 

Just why Governor Smith omitted the 
state inspection this year is not known, 
though !t is understood it will probably 
be made later on in the summer when 
more time can be given to {t. What 
the governor's plans are in this re- 
spect, however, cannot now be defi- 
nitely stated. 

There is said to be some possibility 
that the troops of the national guard 
will not relish the -absenee of the 
State inspecting officer. An army of- 
ficer is always more or less inclined 
to view even state troops according to 
army-standards which makes the test 
& severe one. By the presenod of «4 
state officer thig view is often miti- 
gated, and there is also a deal of sat- 
isfaction to be derived from the state 
officer's report. 


The Inspection Order.

Officers of the general staff departments and 
aldes-de-camp to the governor, not stationed 
in Atlanta and field and staff officers, bands 
and hospital corps of regiments will, unless 
otherwise directed, report for inspection, dis- 
mounted, at the same time and ace as the 
organization nearest to their home station. 


Some of the Details,

corps, United States army, will make the in-

muster, unless otherwise directed. 

Where two companies are scheduled for the 
samme date the one first named wil! report at 
7:30 and the other at 9 p. m. 

4 Organizations wil! be mustered from their 
enlistment book, which will be corrected up 
to the date of inspection and duly signed. 

5. Regimental commanders will furnish the 
inspecting officers a list, in duplicate, of

PROSECUTION IS ORDERED 


Information as to Rebates Secured 
by Commerce Commission—Im- 
munity Bath Denied to Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Lace 
of Southern Pacific. 


Washington, February  !6.—Prosecu- 
tions are to be dmatituted by the gov- 
ernment against the Southern Pacific 
Company and against certain officials 
of that railway organization on alle- 
gathons thar they paid rebates to siip- 
pers. 

Informattion which is to be a basis for 
these prosecutions was obtained -by 
Franklin K. Lane, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, last autumn in the 
course of an extensive inquiry made by 
him into the affairs of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. 

Commissioner Lane’s report of his in- 
vestigation, including a transcript of the 
testimony taken by him in a formal 
hearing as an interstate commefcs com- 
missioner, was made public today. 

The report has been approved by the 
commission ang @ transscript of the 
report and of tthe evidence adduced et 
the hearing has been transmitted to the 
department of justice for ‘such prose- 
euthons under the law as may be war- 
ranted.” | 

No Immanity Bath for Luce. 


Collateral with this proposed action by 
the government, the railroad commis- 
sion of California has been furnished, 
at its own request, with a transcript of 
the report and evidence, and has indi- 
cated to the interstate commerce oom- 
mission its purpose to prosecute alleged 
violations of the California law that may 
be shown by the report. 

One of the particularly interesting fea- 
tures of the transcript of the evidence 
was developed just at the conclusion of 
the formal he@ring, when Commissioner 
Lane refused to place on the witness 
etand G. W. Luce, general freight agent 
of the Southern Pacific company, as @ 
witness under oath. The request that 
Mr. Luce give sworn testimony in the 
ease was made by P. F. Dunne, counsel 
for the Soutthern Pacific company. Com- 
missioner Liane declined to administer 
the oath +o Mr. Laice because he, Frank- 
lin tsated, @id not wish to accord 
Mir. Luce by administering an oath to 
him and taking his testimony, immunity 
prosecution for violations of the 
Hie offered to receive a statement 
from Mr. Luce respecting the rebate 
practices of the Southern Pacific com- 
pany and enter it as @ part of the rec- 
ord of the case, but he ‘made it. clear 
that this statement was not to be made 


under oath, 
What the Repert Shows. 


In the eourse of his report, Commis- 
sioner Lane says thet his inquiry was 
conducted in San Francisco. on the sec- 
ond, third and fourth days of October, 
1907, amg that from the evidence ad- 


duced he finds: 

“That the existence of an extensive 
system of preferential rates granted cerT- 
tain shippers of interstate business by 
the Southern Pacific company. The rec- 
om discloses a list of 108 firms, cor- 
porations and individuals who enjoy 
whait are known as ‘special inside rates’ 
—less than the rates published to the 
general public—on the movement of cer- 
tain designated traffic between points 
within the state of California. 

“That shippers paid the full published 
rate in the first fhstance and were al- 
lowed the refund upon claims which 
went through the auditing department 
under instructions from the traffic de 
partment that such special rates should 
apply upon interstate shipments. 

“That such refunds asnounted in va- 
rious months of the years 1906 and 1907 
to from $30,000 to $60,000 per month. 

“That such refunds given to one firm 
amounted to the sum of $23,994 during 
the period from April, 1906 (the date of 
the San Francisco fire, when all pre- 
vious records were destroyed), to Sep 
temper 24, 1907, and such refunds to 
other shippers ranged in amount from 
$13,690 to $22.25}. 

“That such refunds or dscount from 
the regular rates have been continued 
for a long period and up to the date of 
the hearing in October, 1!907. 


Inside Rate Influenced Shippers. 


“That many of such shippers to whom 
refunds were allowed were large 
interetate shippers. 

“That one of such shippers agmited at 
the hearing that the gramming of such 
inside rate on th> state movement in- 
flUVenced the routing of subsequent in- 
terstate shipment of such traffic over the 
rails of the Southern Pacific company. 

“That there existed for years an un- 
derstanding between the Souwthern Pat 
cific company and the Santa Fe com- 
pany an} certain shippers of dried fruit, 
that the traffic which moved Into points 
of comeentration for transcontinentat 
shipment should be entitled at the end 
of the shicping season to a refund of 
one-half of the local state re charged 
at the time of the original movement. 

“That the vaucher books containing 
the so-called refunds on state shipments 
also contained records of refunds given 
upon interstate shipments. 

“That some of such refunds upon in- 
terstate business were paid by the writ- 
ten directions of freight officials of the 
claims and auditing departments.” 

It ts known that by Instructions of 
Attorney General Bonaparte the district 
attorneys have taken up the cases to be 
instituted for the puripose of beginning 
the formal proceedings as soon as posst- 


ble.

since the month of March, !905. She 
was ihen living with her husband in 
the Goutte d'Or, an industrial quarter 
in the north of Paris. Their life was 
that of the working population. Jeanne 
had been a domestic’ sefvant. She was 
now 30°years of age, and her little boy, 
Marcel, was just 6ld enough to go to 
school. : 

On March 2, Georgette, her brother-in- 
law’s little dgughter,* suddenly fell ill, 
and as suddenly died. Nine days later 
another niece, Suzanne, died in the 
same sudden manner. Agfortnight after 
that a third niece, Germaine, ‘died, and 
three days later Jeanne’s own little 
boy, Marcel.- It was -noticed that in 
each case—was it by a gtrange fatality 
or was it by a diabolical plan?—Jeanne 
Weber was alone with tha dying chil- 
dren. In one cage the father was away 
at work and Jeanne sent the mother for 
a doctor, tn another the mother was 
absent and the father, hastily sum- 
moned,. was sent back to his work with 
the assurance that the little sufferer 
was already better. Again, the chil- 
dren's end was identical: the face turn- 
ed purple, the ljmbs were contracted, 
the eves were staring from their sock- 
ets, and they foamed at the mouth. 
Finally, on April 5, Jeanne’s little 
nephew, Maurice, was attacked while 
his aunt was with him. This time, how- 
ever, the mother was at hand and ran 
with her child to the fiearest hospital. 
To the mother’s horror, the doctor and 
his assistant both diagnosed a com- 
mencement of strangulation and de- 
tected, so they said, a black line around 
the neck. 

The whole quarter, which had been 
commenting in its own rough-and- 
ready fashion on this startling series 
of deaths in the Weber familles, now 
with one voice accused the unhappy 
Jeanne Weber of being a murderess. 
The public prosecutor took up the case,

Her 
past life, her words, her actions, every- 
thing was sifted and scrutinized. The 
public voice declared her to have been 
a faithless wife, that she had been 
frequeatly intoxicated; there was 
“something” disquieting, mysterious, 
diabolical about her, though no one 
could quite say what; her notorious’af- 
fection for children was only a pretext 
to get them into her clutches. and so 
on. For ten months the accused wom- 
an lay In prison awaiting her trial at 
the Seine assizes. 

Placed in the Dock. 


At last, on January 29. 1906, Jeanne 
Weber was placed™in the dock. The 
trial lasted two days. The medical ex- 
perts upon whose evidence the prison- 
er’s fate depended—for there was not 
a shred of direct evidence—declared it 
impossible to say whether the chil-

The great Voltaire, convinced of Calas’ 
innocence, labored for three years to 
prove it and at last procured the dead 
man’s rehabilitation. 

The deliberation of the jury was short.

Some fifteen months fater the child

the mouth. The village doctor was ap- 
parently unable to state the cause of 
death, but as there wae no reason to sus- 
pect any one of a crime, the burial per- 
mit was delivered without difficulty. 
Only one person ha 4 been with the child 
in its last moments and that was a wom- 
an who had come io the village a year 
before and had been installed in Ba- 
vouzet’s cottage to fill the place of the 
woodcutter’s departed wife. This woman

All at-onee the news ran through the 
the strange 
who was living in Bavouzet’s 
collage was none other than Jeanne We- 
her,.the Ogress of the Goutte d'Or. in 
disguise: The woodcutter had boon an 
aitentive reader of the reports of the 
mystery, and when Jeanne 
had been tried and acquitted, the honest 
peasant, touched by the woman's “mis- 
fortunes and believing her to he inno- 
cent, wrote and offered her a home, The 
Offer was accepted, the secret of Jeanne’s 
personality being faithfully kept up to 
the time of the sudden and mysterious 
end of little Auguste Bavouzet. Now 
Bavouzet's family consisted of two girls 
In addition to the little boy. Germaine 
the eldest daughter, {fs nearly a young 
woman and half-witted, and from the 
beginning had taken a violent dislike to 
Jeanne Weber—Louise, the younger, had, 
on the contrary, taken tO Jeanne at once 
and loved her with all a child's affec- 
tion for i!ts mother. Even Jeanne’s 
worst enemies had, it may be remarked, 
never attempted disprove her kind- 
ness to children, to whom She always 
appeared quite devoted. 

It was Germaine ‘Bavouzet who reveal- 
ed the secret of Jeanne Weber's identity 
tO a woman in the village, by whom it 
was idiligently repeated. Groups of gos- 
sipers collected, Jeanne’s guilt was as 
Clear as daylight to every imhabitant 
the police were informed and once more 
the hand of fatality descended with 
crushing force on its hapless vietim. 

Drs. Audiat and Bruneau, of the neigh- 
boring. town of Chateauroux, were di- 
rected to hold a post mortem examina- 
tion on the exhumed ramains of the child 
Auguste Bavouzet. : 

After some hesitation they reported 
that death had beén caused by a erimi- 
nal hand. They testified to the presence 
of a dark line about three-quarters of 
an inch bread, running round the neck, 
‘but at irregular intervals: and to a sec- 
ond violet line running from below the 
left temple to the middle of the right 
temple, such a mark as might have been 
caused by a bootlace. They summed up 
by declaring that violence had certainly

Her Fate Sealed. 


This damning report ‘sealed Jeanne 
Weber's fate. She was arrested on sus- 
picion of being the murderess and was 
locked up In the prison of Chatearoux, 
ihe juge @Winstruction, M. Belleau, be- 
ing charged to collect evidénce and re- 
port whether there was a case or not. 

keanne appealed to Maitre Henri Rob- 
ert, one of the most eminent counse! of 
the Paris bar, who had defended her at 
the first trial, to watch over her inter- 
ests once more and he at once promised 
to do so, convinced as he was of her in- 
noncence. Maitre Henry Robert's first 
step was to demand that the two Paris 
experts, Drs. Thoinot ang S8ocquet, 
should be instructed to carry out an in- 
dependent autopsy on the remains of 
Auguste Bavouzget. This was done some 
weeks ‘after death. The conclusion ar- 
rived at by Drs. Thotnot and Gocquet 
was to the effect that their colleaguas 
of Cahteauroux were not justified tn thelr 
diagnosis of strangulation, and that from 
certain characteristic signs in the intes- 
tines there was every reason to believe 
that death was due to yphoid fever. 

Here, then, were two seta of experts 
in forensic medicine whose reports were 
diametrically opposed to each other, the 
one set certifying that death was due 
to violent, and the other to natural 
causes. 

In this dilemma the court of Bourges, 
in whose jurisdiction the accused was, 
decided to submit the opposing reports 
to three of the most eminent medical 
authorities in France: Professor Lande, 
of .the faculty ,of -Bordeaux: Mairet, 
doyen of the faculty of Montpelier;

Only 
a few days before her release this me- 
diaeval inquisitor sent for her and said: 

“I have just receiveg the experts’ 
report. It is very long and I have no 
time to study it now. I have other 
more important matters to attend to.” 

Jeanne Weber had the courage to re- 
mark that she had been already kept 
in -prison for eight months pending 
the arrival of the report which was 
to decide her fate. 

‘What does that matter to me?” he fs 
reported to have replied.’ “Justice holds 
you and will not be in a hurry to let 
you go. Whatever may be the conclu. 
sions of the report, even if it affirms 
your innocence a thousand times over, 
I shall declare it to be in error, and I 
shall s¢nd you before the assizes, where 
you will be condemned, you may count 
upon that.” 

Tyranny Causes Scandal, 


But BeTleau's pitiless tyranny was at 
last beginning to cause a public scan- 
dal. Throughout the length and breadth 
of the land the judge's inhuman con- 
duct raised indignant protests.

It had already leaked out that the final 
report of the medical experts was 
favoraBle to the prisoner.

—his own country—it is more or less 
derided. Algernon Ashton, in fact, has 
been called “‘England’s greatest bore. 
He has been the butt of humorists, of 
the press and, unquestionably, has add- 
ed much to the gaiety of the nation. 

The one and only Algy tn England is 
Algernon Ashton. Here he is best 
known as the man who writes letters 
to the papers. To do this ts part of the 
birthright of every true Englishman. 
Not so many years ago it was the direst 
threat one could make to the exorbitant 
cabman, the impertinent waiter or the 
‘bus conductor or to the railway offi- 
cial when one’s train was late—that 
one would write and: complain to The 
Times. 

Mr. Ashton began with The Times in 
1893. He agreed with the poet who 
wrote ‘‘’tis pleasant: Sure to see one’s 
name in print,” for {In four years he had 
525 letters printed in the leading papers 
of the country. These letters gave him 
the name of “Corrector of the Press,’ 
for the writer calfed attention to mis- 
takes in the various editorials and other 
serious articles published or else called 
public attention to errors of inscription 
on famous tombs and monaments. 

Since then Mr. Ashton, off and on, 
has written several thousands of letters 
upon every conceivable subject, grave 
and gay. He has published a couple 
of volumes containing a collection of 
these letters. A majority of editors 
and of the public have treated every- 
thing of Mr. Ashton’s and himself as 8 
huge joke. The musical public has re- 
fused to believe that this man, who, 
according to humorous writers of the 
BBitish press, ts a mere asinine crank, 
can be a composer of merit. Therefore, 
his works have had little hearing in this 
country and his British professional 
reputation as a composer may almost 
be said to be nil. 

Listening at last to the entreaties of 
his friends, particularly Sir Edward 
Elgar, England's foremost musician, Al- 
gernon Ashton has renounced his hobby 
of letter writing and in an impassioned 
declaration, just published by 105 papers 
throughout the country, he has an- 
nounced his final retirement. Mr. Ash-

donna, twice before. Once he remained 
in retirement for a year, the second 
time for two years.

Algernoon was the twelfth child and 
the youngest of a remarkable family. 
Hig mother was Diana Valentina West, 
a poet, who wrote both in German and 
English, and translated some 400 Ger- 
man poems. His father was Charles 
Ashton, the noted tenor. The present 
generation knows nothing of him, for 
he died during the American oijvil war. 
He sang in New York, making his debut 
at the old Academy of Music a couple 
of years before Patti appeared. It wae 
in New York that one of Algernon’s 
slaters, Florence, was born. She is now 
the wife of Professor Hens Wolfgang. 
of Dresden. In the United States aleo 
another sister, Diana, made her appear- 
ance as a pianiste. She was the ploneer 
in America of the large crop of child 
wonders. Diana married Louts Staab, 
of New York, and some years ago died 
and wag buried in that city. 

Nearly a quarter of a century ago 
the Royal College of Music of England 
chose Algernon Ashton as ite professor 
of the planoforte He has held the 
same post ever since. His musical com- 
positions during that time conaigt of 
146 volumes and 1,100 single pteces. Of 
\ these nearly 200 are songs, the words of 
which were supplied by his mother. 
There are sonatas and pieces for half 
a dozen different instruments. Mr. 
Ashton’s works are very popular in 
Germany and have also a vogue in the 
United States, yer strange to say Eng-

one can shoot without a license, and 
man who kills young elephants, 
a big fine and spend a long term in 
jail. The right to shoot big bame is 
regulated by license, and for this every 
Sportsman must pay £680, or $250, a 
season. So many licenses have been 
taken out this year tnat the revenue 
therefrom has been $50,000, and such 
receipts are increasing from year to 
year, 

These licenses give the sportsman 
the right to kill several hundred of 
the gamest animals that have ever in- 
fested the jungles or Salloped over the 
plains. He may kill two elephants, 
two rhinoceroses, two hippopotami and 
two zebras, as well as six rare ante- 
lopes and gazelles. The law allows him 
two monkeys of the Colobus species 
and two smaller monkeys. He may 
shoot two male ostriches, two mara- 
bous and two aigrets, and Various ante- 
lopes and gazelles of different species to 
the number of ten. He can kill ten 
Wild pigs, ten wildcats, ten jackals, 
two cheetahs and two aard wolves. As 
to lions, leopards and croc odiles no li- 
cense is required to shoot them, and al- 
together the game possibilities are s0 
great as 410 throw al the “Teddy bears” 
of the United States into the shade. 

Plenty of Wild Ostriches, 


In hunting out here the Variety 
animals is so many that there is no 
need of chasing through the swamps 
nor tramping about over the plains for 
days before one gets a shot. One often 
sees a dozen different kinds of animals

Zebras Easy to Kill. 


And then there is the zebra! That 
animal, whose black and white stripes 
shine out so plainly in this African sun, 
is to be seen by the thousands on the 
Athi plains, and he is found not far 
from the railroad all the way from Voli 
to Uganda—a distance greater than 
from New York to Pittsburg. Had it 
not been against the law I could have 
picked off some with my revolver as I 
rode through on the cars. The zebra 
is a different animal when found far 
from the railroad, but on the whole he 
is easy to kill. He seems to have dis- 
covered that he will not be shot on the 
great game reservations which extend 
for one mile on each side of the Uganda 
track. Away from them he will run 
like a deer, and as zebras usually go in 
droves the excitement of following

Hew to Shoot Elephants. 


One of the best places to shoo‘ an 


elephant is through the eye or half way | 


between the ear and the eye. Another 
good shot is just back of the flap of the 
ear, and a third is in a place on one 
side of the tail, so that the ball will 
run along the spine and enter the 
lungs. Large bullets and heavy guns 
are used. It is exceedingly dangerous 
to shoot when the animal is close and 
not kill him. The elephant when in- 
jured is very revengeful. He Will throw 
his trunk into the air, scream, hiss and 
snort and rush after the hunter, knock- 
ing him down with a blow of his trunk 
and charge upon. him with his great 
tusks. If the man falls, the great beast 
is liable to kneel wpon him and mash 
him to a jelly. 

One of the difficulties of elephant 
hunting is that it is not easy to dis- 
tinguish the animals in the woods, as 
they are of much the same color as the. 
trees. A traveler here tels] me that he 
once almost walked into a big elephant 
while going through the forest. He 
was stooping down and looking straight 
before him when he saw the elephant’s 
legs and took them for tree trunks. The 
average elephants of this region can 
easily make six miles an hour while on 
They usually travel in 
herds, the young and old moving along 
together. The animals can swim, not- 
withstanding their enormous weight: 
and they can easily cross the largest 
rivers. 

I understand that the most of the ele- 
phants which used to infest these plains 
have been driven away. They have 
now to be hunted for ‘in the woods: but 
there are plenty in the forests between 
here and Uganda, and about the slopes 
of Mount Kenia and Mount Kiliman- 
jaro. There are also many in the south 
near the Zambesi, and west of Lake 
Tanganyika, in the forests along the 
Congo. At present about 6,000 African 
elephants are being killed every year, 
and there is a danger that they will 
eventually become as scarce as buffa- 
loes in the United States. 


Hippopotami and Rhinoceroses. 


As to hippos and rhinos, there are 
plenty of them still left efong the 
streams and about the great lakes of 
the tropical parts of the continent. 
There are rhinoceroses almost every- 
where in the .woods between Nairobi 
and Uganda. I have seen a number of 
hippos, and were I a hunter, which I 
am not, I could, I venture, bag enough 
of their hides to make riding whips 
for all the hunt clubs of Virginia. The 
settlers tell me the animals come in 
and root up their gardens, and that it 
is almost impossible to fence against 
them. 

Both rhinos and hippos are hard to 
kill. Each has @ skin about half an 
inch thick, and there are only a few 
places upon them where a ball will go 
through. Hippos can be hunted in 
boats on the lakes, but they swim rap- 
idly and dive deep, remaining under 
the surface astiong time. They move 
along through the water, showing only 
their ears and nose. They are wary, 
and it is difficult to get a shot at just 
the right place. One of the best points 
at which to aim is under the eye or 
back of the head between the ears. 
These animals are sometimes  har- 
pooned, but such hunting is dangerous, 
as they are Hable to crush one’s boat. 

The rhinos have also to be approached 
very carefully. They have keen 
senses of hearing and smell, although 
they cannot see to any great distance. 
They are usually hunted on foot, and 
one must be careful to get on the wind- 
ward side of them. They do not hesi- 
tate to charge their enemies, and the 
great horn which each has on its n@e 
is a terrible weapon, enabling it & 
kill a horse at a blow. The most of 
these beasts are black, but now aad 
then a white one is found. I met a 
man the other day who claimed to have 
kfiled a white rhinoceros.

There is a young 
American here now, whose mother calls 
him “Dodo,”’ who paid $500 for a three 
days’ hunt after lions; and this did not 
necessitate a license, as lions are on 
the free lst. The young man tramped 
about with his porters through the tall 
grass, and was given a shot or 80 at 
two lions, both of which he missed. 
Had he tried for big game it would 
have cost him $250 more. 

On a long hunt the expenses of all 
kinds can be considerably reduced, and 
I should think that $40 a day for each 
sportsman in the party would be a fair 
estimate. I am told that @ man can 
be fitted out with porters, gun bearers 
and personal servants for $250 a month, 
One can get a good cook for from $5 
to $8 a month. a“gun bearer for about 
$10. and a personal servant for from 
$8 to $10. The license for big game in 
all cases costs $250. The traveling ex- 
penses from New York to British East 
Africa direct are about $300. 


Food When on Safari.

There are native 
villages almost everywhere at which 
some fresh food can be bought at cheap 
rates. Chickens are plentiful at 8 
cents a pound, and meats cost the 
same. In the streams and lakes there 
are fish; the guns of the party ought to 
supply plenty of game, and one need 
never suffer for the want of antelope 
or zebra steak. 

As to the other food it should be 
packed up in boxes or 60 pounds each; 
and in case the outfit is prepared here, 
each box will have sufficient for one 
man’s requirements for one week. The 
most of the stuff is in tins, and it 
usually includes plenty of Chicago 
canned beef, Canadian bacon and Lon- 
don biscuits, jams and marmalades.

Par!s, February’ 1!15.—Mle. 
Tinayre, who is the most discussed 
woman in France today, has expressed 
views on feminine enfranchise- 
intelligent and politicat. As the 
living woman writer in 
France, Mme. Tinayre is evidently -ex- 
ceptionaily qualified to speak in the 
name of her sex. The authoress began 
by saying that the movement in France 
had left what she called the ‘“grena- 
dier’ stage: the short hair and mascu- 
line appearance—the type adopted by 
the early pioneers—to become a séri- 
ous, practical and unemotional en- 
deavor toward social organization. One 
of the most important victories gained 
by the devoted women who had given 
themselves to this task, with the aid 
of such men at M. Viviani, minister of 
labor, and the brothers Marguerite, 
was a law which, after ten years of 
lelay in the senate, had come upon the 
statute book. It safeguarded woman's 
arnings, allowing her the free disposal 
of her own money. 

“Previous to that,” said Mme. Tinayre, 
in the shocked voice of the true social 
reformer, “the husband of a woman 
who worked was able to go to her 
employer and forbid him to pay the 
money to any one but himself. In the 
Same way, my husband could have 
gone to my publisher, and, on the au- 
thority of the signature which the 
law required him to affix to my con- 
tract, could have had all royalties and 
receipts made over to him.” Mme. 
Tinayre, who is a charming woman, 
with nothing of the “bas bleu” about 
her, laughingly looked toward her hus- 
band, who was taking part in the con- 
versation, and who did not look at all 
like contemplating a maneuver of this 
sort.

London, February !5—Science has pro- 
nounced sentence of death against rats. 
They have been declared a menace to 
mankind so formidable that nothing 
short of their complete extermination 
can satisfy the requirements of human 
progress. Their creation, it seems, was 
a mistake. Their continued survival 
has only multiplied the proof of their 
unfitness for existence in the modern 
world. They have got to go—every last 
one of them. And the Society for the 
Extermination of Vermin has been duly 
formed, organized, constituted, and all 
the rest of it, to rid these islands of 
them. 

Doubtless the cables 
flashed to America the bald story of 
the formation of the society and its fell 
purpose. It was at the Hotel Metropole, 
the other night, while pleasure-loving

But it is certain that 
her tortures were brief and that some 
power within the prison alleviated her 
situation. 

There is not a revolutionist tn Rus- 
sia who does not tremble at the men- 
tion of this dread prison. The scenes 
enacted within its gloomy walls have 
been terrible. Cruelty, terror, torture 
unspeakable things have taken place 
there, deeds which the world will 
never known—and perhaps this ts well. 
Alexis, the son of Peter the Great, aa 
interned within its gloomy casements, 
and it was here that hig father visited 
him previous to his sudden ana myste- 
rious death. He and his upnfortunate 
wife were buried within the walls. 

After the Trubetskoi bastion is passed, 
the way leads past iron doors let into 
the gray «tone walls.

London, February 1|5.—Give me the 
luxuries of life, and I will dispense with 
the necessaries’ said an unpractical 
(and probably dyspeptic) philosopher, 
who ought to have known better. For 
him the roast beef of old England, the 
succulent chop, the floury potato, the 
gulleless rice pudding are not good 
enough. He demands—and if able to 
afford it, pays for—all manner of out- 
of-the-way curiosities tn food stuffs, 
which tickle the appetite And induce him 
to believe that he is a= gastronomic 
artis¢. 

Many of these culinary eccentricities 
are good enough in thelr way, and not 
nece&@arily deleterious or indigestible, 


made to those curious in such matters. 
The expert cook caters for all palates, 
and knows how to combine the subtle 
flavors or rare delicaci@és 80 as to ap- 
peal to the most jaded diepnosophist. 
There have been societies before now 
for the propagation of out-of-the-way 
fooda and drinks. Many years ago the 
Acclimatisation Society of Gfteat Britain 
flourished for a time under the patron- 
age of the duke of Newcastle, Mr. Ber- 
naj Osborne, Mr. Herman Merivale and 
others. They gave dinners at St. James’ 
hall, cooked by a French chef, and duly 
chronicled by George Augustus Sala. 
Freak-Feeders. 


The Geographical Club existed about 
eighty years ago as an offshoot of the 
society. It was a dining club, and pro- 
posed to make the cosmopolitan menu 
its speciality. It is on record that 
Spitzbergen venison (probably reindeer 
and Dead sea bread were eaten there. 
In Paris, as also in Berlin, more than 
one dining club of the kind exists, and 
the Americans have a Society of Freak- 
feeders, which fully justifies its name. 

White mice from the Arctic regions, 
when minced and stewed, are very good 
indeed; their exact description is 
“mineed spiral-eared Polag mice,” and 
scientists know them ag Copex Similo 
Fantasticus. They were discovered in 
northern Baffin land by Commander 
Robert FE. Peary, and when prepared tor 
the table are said to look iike ‘‘little 
redgreen pepper patties.’ The real 
yen-war-gung (birds’ nest soup may be 
bought In London; !t costs about $2.50 
per pound, and is made from the nests 
of a kind of swift (not a swallow. as 
the French name would suggest), which 
inhabits the islands of the Malay archi- 
pelago, more especially Sumatra and 
Borneo. It is in the form of a shallow 
@aucer, somewhat gelatinous, and very 
nourishing. 

Vesiga. 

From the dried backbone of sturgeon, 
which has thé appearance of macaroni, 
an excellent Russian soup, called vesiga, 
is made. It is excessively nutritive and 


invigorating, almost as much.so, Indeed, 
as the famous Beche de Mar (not Mer), 
otherwise the trapang. or edible sea- 
slug. It is collected in large quantities 
throughout the Indian archipelago, espe- 
cially to the eastward, for the China 
marke®, 

There are many varieties, such as 
the larga scarlet trapang from Macas- 
sar, the Kurok trapang from Borneo, 
the great black trapang from Leuconia, 
and many more. Properly prepared, this 
is absolutely the most Inspiring soup 
there ts, and is as superior to turtle as 
the latter is to water-gruel. It costs 
about $2.50 per pound, and can be 
bought in Piccadilly. 

Kangaroo tails are by no means to be 
despised, and have a very good Anti- 
podean flavor of their own, as also has 
sharks’-fin soup. which is excellent for 
all nervous allments. Botargo is a 
sort of caviare, but coarser in grain 
and flavor. It is une of the oldest for- 
eign delicacies known in England, and 
iy mentioned more than once by Pepys 
ir his diary as an accompaniment to 
wine, 

A West Indian pepper-pot, a salma- 
gundi of fowl, beef, and mutton, pep- 
pered and sauced with the cassareep, 
Or juice of the manioc root, the whole 
kept simmerthg and seething in a huge 
jar or pipkin, is a novelty to us in Eng- 
lan, as welcome as it is appetizing. An- 
other variety in meats in a Chinese 
lamb roasted whole, stuffed with pis- 
tachio ruts (quite like the “Arabian '

CONSCIENCE OF PUBLIC

New York, February 
Organizing the public 
scribes as nearly as may be a unique 
campaign of education of the masses 
carried on by the People’s institute of 
New York, which, in its present state 
of development reaches between a mil- 
lion and haif and two million individ- 
uals. In its methods the institute is 
unlike any other organization in the 
world. It is practically a vast college 
Without the formalities and restrictions 
of the usual institution learning, 
and its curriculum includes whatever 
will appeal to and exert an uplifting in- 
fluence upon the so-called “common 
people.” 

The tangible evidence of the insti- 
tute’s existence and progression are its 
central ciub house. facing Stuyvesant 
Square, in the heart of the East Side, a 
Chain of smaller clubs in various quar- 
ters of the “greater city,’ and big audi- 
ences gathered four nights in each 
week in historic Cooper Union, where 
lectures are given. The late Abram S8. 
BKewitt secured to the institute the free 
use of Cooper Union, the Faneuil hall 
of New York, when he, with others of 
@ little handful of prominent men, 
@ided Charles Sprague Smith in setting 
the tmovement on foot a decade ago. 
Then the institute was practically with- 
Out funds ang was regarded as a doubt- 
ful though a valuable experiment. Only 
@ few hundred people attended its first 
course of lectures. Professor Smith, 
who has directed the work since its in- 
ception, was formerly professor of 
modern languages at Columbia §uni- 
versity. His educational efforts along 
broader lines have resulted in yearly 
attendance upon the Cooper Union lec- 
ture courses alone of an estimated total 
of 15,000 persons. Last year the insti- 
tute spent about $18,000 on educational 
opportunities for the people. 

The idea upon which the work was 
founded was that of directing, the social 
unrest then manifest in New York to 
such an extent that far-seeing men re- 
garded it as a menace. The method 
@etermined upon for doing this was the 
imstruction of those social clegses 
@mong which fim unrest was most in 
evidence. Thus, from the beginning, 
the institute has stood for evolution as 
Opposed to revolution tn bringing about 
economics and social reforms. The 
platform adopted at the start to ex- 
press the purposes anqg principles of 
the undertaking was this: “The Peo- 
ple’s institute, recognizing fraternity 
as the fundamental truth, democracy as 
the highest known form of human gov- 
ernment, and national worth as de- 
pendent upon i[niividual warth, seeks 
to promote, through education and the! 
cooperation of good men of all ones} 
tions and occupations, the peaceful evo-| 
lution of a society based upon the rec- 
ognition of the interdependence of man ' 
with man.’ This platform has been: 
found broad enough to appeal to every 
one who has evolutionary ideas but to} 
exclude those with qestructive mental) 
tendencies, the anarchistic element as 
euch. 

One detail of the ‘istitute’s endeavor 
to further social evolution which has 
been extraordinarily successful takes 
the form of dramatic entertainment at 
ry popuJar prices. The dramatic depart- 
‘\gent was inaugurated a year ago and

Some of the results of last year's dra- 
matic campaign included the witnessing | 
of “The Man of the Hour” by 15,000 per- 
sons and of “Peter Pan’ by 10,000. In 
two weeks 3,000 tickets for George Ber-. 
nard Shaw’s satirical “Caesar and Cleo- 
patra’’ were sold to people most of whom! 
had never before seen the inside of a 
Kroadway playhouse. The drama made 
out of Lew Wallace's “Prince of India’’ 
drew an audience from the ranks of the 
institute's clientele numbering 5,000, 
while 600 witnessed Browning’s ‘“‘Pippa 
Passes.’ Approximately 80,000 persons 
altogether were benefited by this plan, 
and more than $25,000 accrued to the 
theatrical managers from Increased sales 
of seats. This year not only the drama 
but musical productions are made ara!l- 
able to those of limited means, and the 
extent of the work seems likely to be 
trebled. Indeed, it is possible that by/ 
the end of the season the record will 
approach a quarter of a million. 

On the side of the theatrical mana- 
gers, the institute’s plan of education by 
theatergoing its welcomed, sq much so 
that the incidental expenses are borne 
by them. As a matter of fact, it has| 
accomplished the wonder of wonders in! 
New York—made the presentation of 
Shakespeare and dramas of simple lite! 
less hazardous financial propositions. 
Thus the work has a desirable effect on 
the tone of the stage in addition to its! 
educationa] and pleasurable value to! 
the masses. To make sure that the pro- 
ductions are of a proper character they 
are all passed upon by the institute's: 
dramatic committee composed of repre-! 
sentative ngs ors and others before: 
arrangements are made to bring them; 
within reach se the institute's clientele. 

The most widely known side of the 
institute's activities has 40 do with the 
promotion of the public welfare. The 
general work of education has been 
made to count heavily in tbis direction. 
An organization has been perfected | 
which enables thousands of persons not 
only to express themselves through rep- 
resentative gatherings. say upon a quées- 
tion of legislation affecting the city or 
state, but by reason of thorough 


There 
is a central committee on legislation 
which keeps in constant touch with the 
work of the lawmakers at Albany.

the big mass meetings which the insti- 
tute calls in Cooper Union when {t is 
desired publicly to approve or disap- 
prove proposed legislation. For the mat- 
ter of that, Governor Hughes himself 
is no stranger either upon the institute's 
platform or to the influence for good 
which its work exerts. In a number of 
cases this influence is definitely accred- 
ited with having sounded the death knell 
of “grab’’ Jegisliation and similarly with 
having caused the passage, through 
aroused public opinion, of beneficial 
measures opposed by special interests. 
In none of its activities does the insti- 
tute have political affillations. 

On Sunday night at Cooper Union is 
shown what may be accomplished in 
solving one of the city’s most seriously 
regarded problems—the disaffection of 
the working classes from the church. 
The institute's religious endeavors are 
styled a “People’s Church,” and such 
in the broadest sense the gatherings 
seem to be. Each Sunday evening from 
1500 to 2,000 men and women crowd 
into the auditorium (which will seat but 
1,600) and a majority are men. The 
discussions are ethical: the ‘People’s! 
Church” has no creed other than an ac- 
knowledged allegiance to “a power high- 


the brotherhood of man, and its plat- 
form th open to all denominations. Jew 
and Christian alike preach to gatherings: 
composed of those of all faiths or no 
faith. So far from arousing antagonism 
from the established churches, this work! 


has been heartily approved by a major-| 


ity of the prominent ministers of the 
city and by all of the hundred or more! 
who, from time to time have spoken 

from the platform. A novel feature of 
these gatherings is the privilege the au-| 
dience has at the end of every address 
of asking questions of the speaker or of;: 
expressing individual opinions. The 
result is that the tenor of the meetings 
is toward practical pointing along the 
road to better things which can be fol- 
lowed by believer and non-believer alike. ! 

The institute’s building on St uyvesant. 
Square serves as the center to which are 
allied the smaller clubs and where all 
activities are related and centralized 
through committees. One of the most! 
important of these is the federate civic 
counci] which is made up of representa- 
tives of the institute's various clubs and 
subdivisions and practically all the 
active civic organizations in the city as 
well. In effect it is an organized public 
conscience, since through it the machin- 
ery of public opinion may be started 
when it is necessary to take concerted 
public action. 

The educational work, as has been said. 
is carried on through public lectures and 
club tnstfuction in smaller classes cov-! 
ering a wide range.of subjects. In all 
instances, especially so with regard to: 
the Cooper Union lectures, only men! 
ranking highest fn their respective fields: 
are employed to instruct. College presi-' 
dents and professors who during the day' 
cerve in the greatest schools of the coun-' 
try in the evening appear before the in-! 
stitute’s gatherings of workingmen. As 
in the “People’s Church,’ the privilege 
of the floor follows the set address. and 
professor and student meet upon the 


| common ground of the brotherhood of 


man. 

In addition to its education and civic, 
work the institute has an important 
social side. The largest of its clubs has 
about four hundred members who rent’ 
their own quarters which are every night. 
the center of formal or informal gather-| 
‘ngs. For many of the members whose! 
homes are in the gloomy tenements the 
cherry, cleanly atmosphere of the club 
is a most potent attraction.

In this connection Captain Park says: 

My small salary of $2,000 per annum, the 
same as was paid over a half century ago, 
and that of my assistant of $1,600, with the

, to the treasury departments of other atates, 
is painfully absurd and ridiculous and un- 
worthy of a general and apprectative state. 

Hie expresses gratification that the governor 
, has stated on more than one occasion that the 

State treasurer ‘‘should have thfee accomplish- 
| ed bookkeepers at salaries of $2,500, $2,000 ana 
$1,500 respectively, and I fully agree with 
you, and wish the legislature would see it in 
| the same light. I could refer you to certain 
States. which have an income of less than our 
annual income of nearly five millions of dol- 
lars, which allow to the treasury department 
salaries all the way from $15,000 to $45,000 
| per annum. Thirty-six hundred dollars is the 
total amount that the constituion of Georgia 
allows to the treasury department of this 
state,

Deposits Should Be Insured. 


Captain Park is a.firm believer in 


Discussing the subject, he says, in part: 

This is a novel subject, but recent events 
make its discussion pertinent and appro- 
priate. If Georgia should begin a system of 
insurance on deposits it would be wisely tak- 
ing the lead in reform, which all honest peo- 
ple will concede to be desirable. Our great 
commonwealth should enact a fair and just 
law which would be of rare value to the 
state, to its banks and to its citizens who 
are depositors. 

I believe that @ basis of assessment can be 
devised which will secure this very importast 
end, and be entirely just to all ———- 
Such a scheme is worthy of discussion an 
adoption by our legislature, and such action 
would not cripple, ner injure, nor in any way 
effect the tndividuality of a single bank. The 
plan would prové a source of gain instead “of 
expense to our banks.

Powers of Examiner, 


Discussing the powers of the state 
hank examining bureau, Captain Park 
says: 

This department possesses no mandatory 
powers, it can only advise, admonish and in- 
struct. if stern, compelling methods are 
adopted through an injudicious use of au- 
thority by an _ Indiscreet examiner, failures, 
bankrupictes and receiverships will multiply. 
Tt is far better to warn, guide and save 
than by using harshness, condemn and de- 
stroy. The large number of Georgia banks 
saved by our present policy will never he 
known. Thousands of dollars have been 
saved to stockholders, creditors and deposi- 
tors by forbearance, advice, encouragement, 
and urging strict compliance with the law, 
and the rules of legitimate panking. Exam- 
iners can only warn against past due loans, 
and urge collections, but cen not demand 
obedience. . . . Possibly greater authority 
should be given, but such power in the hands 
of a ‘“‘grand stand player’ in the person of a 
conceited and indiscreet officer would prob- 
ably destroy or badly cripple as many banks 
as it would gave, if not many more, . + - 
The plan of our department is to insist upon 
prompt collections when notes are due, or to 
have them ranewed with better collateral. 
Yet we are also insistent upon charging off 
to profit and loss, and urge that policy. We 
insist upon ‘“‘live assets."’ 

Neal Bank Fallure. 


As to the Neal bank failure Captain 


Park says, in part: 

The second failure, viz., of the Neal bank of 
Atlanta, resulted largely from promotions of 
both foreign and local enterprises or syndicate 
operations and Was precipitated by an un- 
looked-for panic and 4 ‘run.”’ These ‘‘runs 
are accompanied by a spirit of frenzy and the 
most solvent banks are endangered, some- 
times ruined, by them. The year 1907 has 
been the most trying and anxious in the en- 
tire history of Georgia banks. They have 
suffered a most severe and constant strain. 

The advantage of our new ‘“hanking bu- 
reau,"’ which went into operation September 1, 
was plainly shown, and I have had many 
letters and verbal statements approving it. 
It {s believed that at least $150,000 will be 
saved from the assets of the bank by acting 
promply under section 14 of the new law. 
As state bank examiner, authorized by this 
gection, I took immediate charge, and in 
three days, with the, advice of the governor 
ahd attorney general and at the request of 


the Atlanta Clearing House Association and 
the officers of the failing bank, the Neal hank 
was placed in the hands of a great barking 
corporation to act as receiver, under a low | 
cantract half the rate granted by'the law and | 
a most reasonable order of the judeé¢, The 
président of the Central bank, Mr. A. G. 
Cafidler. in public statement, sard: ‘I see no 
reason why eevry depositor should not receive 
every dollar he has deposited.”” He added,

Discussing the tmportance of bank ex-

MET FOUL PLAY 


Wife. of. Tom Lauderhill Re- 
ports Disappearance to 
Police. 


Tom Lauderhill, of near Gandéy 
Springs, mysteriously disppeared Tués- 
day and has not been heard from aince, 
according to his wife, wno yesterday 
notified the county police and asked 
that an investigation be made. She 
strongly suspects foul play and her 
story of her husband's disappearance 
tends to polnt that way. 

She stated to the officers that on 
Tuesday Mr. Lauderhill was chopping 
wood near his home and. she saw two 
strange men going to that part of the 
timber where he was at work. Later 
she heard a pistol shot. Her husband 
did not come home that day and has 


not been seen since. ; 

Further, .she says that prior to the 
@'sappearance, Lauderhill was working 
for a party in his neighborhoog who, 
he informed her, would not furnish him 
food while he was.engaged, and, asa 
result, he stopped. On Monday, a. week 
before the disappearance, a man named 
John Hightower came to the Lauder- 
hill home and asked her hushand. why 
he quit wark. He teld him thé cond- 
tions, whereupon Hightower cursed- in 
the presence of women in the house 
and informed Lauderhill that if he dia 
not either go to work or leave the 
ecammunity he would collect a mob and 
kill him. , 

It was this alleged statement of 
Hightower that led to her to suspicion 
foul play and she desired to have war- 
rants issued for his arrest along with 
another man. She was told that there 
was no evidence even on which to base 
warrants, but that she could appear 
before the grand jury aea@ have High- 
tower indicted for cursing before 
women. 

According to Mrs. Wauderhill. her 
husband's ax was found tn the woods 
where he was cutting timber. 

The county police are now seeking 
for the missing man.

In the light of these constitutional provi- 
sions, I desire to call attention briefly to the 
objections which He to the levy and collection 
of all these taxes. First, my insistence is 
that each and every one of the acts referred to 
levied a direct tax upon raw cotton, which 
was violative of that provision of the con- 
stitution which prohibits the levy of\a direct 
tax, except it be done by the rule of appor- 
tionment; that congress has the power to levy 
direct taxes is not now and never has heen 
questioned since the constitution itself was 
adopted. The constitution says in Article 1, 
section 2, clause 3, that “‘representatives and 
direct taxes shail be apportic@ed among the 
several] states which may be included within 
this union according to their respective num- 
bers.’’

Representative Clark, in the 
course of hig address in the house of 
representatives, recently said:

“If the cotton tax imposed by the act of 
1866 was a direct tax, then inasmuch ag it 
was not laid by the rule of appropriation it 
must be pronounced unconstitutional.’’ 

Was it a direct tax? Let us now examine 
the constitutional provisions applicable to this 
tax. What are they? Upon an examination 
of the constitution !t will be found that ft 
contains only four provisions respecting fed- 
eral taxation, and they are as follows:

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In the argument of Mr. Phiiiips, of counsel 
for Farrington. who was plaintiff in error in 
the gupreme court of the United States in the 
case of Farrington v. Saunders, in referring 
to’ these constitutional provisions we find 
this strong language: 

; these restrictions 

they had pretected themselves 
Partial or corrupt legislation. For Indirect 
taxation they established uniformity; for dl- 
rect they secured apportionment according to 
the census.’’ 

In the history of this government congress 
has several times resoried to the levying of 
direct taxes for the purpose-of the govern- 
ment. But in each and every case, with very 
few exceptions (and in those exceptions 
money was subsequentiy refunded.) congress 
has always laid the tax by the rule of appor- 
tlonment. (Applause. )

Perry on Political Economy, 443. de- 


fines:a direct tax as follows: 

‘A direct tax is levied on 
who are themselves expected to pay it; an 
indirect tax is demanded from one person in 
the expectation that he wi!l pav ft provisional- 
ly, but will indemnify himself in the higher 
price he will receive from the ultimate con- 
sumer. Thus the income tax is direct, while 
duties laid on imported goods are indirect.’’ 

There can, [ think, be no qvestion but that 
these taxes come squarely within the defini- 
tlon of a direct tax given by Perry. There 
has never been any argument worthy of the 
name to the contrary. 

I suppose that the best defense that has ever 
been made for the levy of these cotton taxes 
was made in a ietter to Hon.! George 8. 
Boutwell, then secretary of the treasury, by 
the Hon. Israel Kimball, at that time com- 
missioner of internal revenue. The opinion 
of Mr. Kimball can be found in executive 
document No. 181, forty-second congress, third 
session. It is covered in a letter from the 
Hon. George 8. Boutwell, secretary of the 
treasury, under date of February 4, 1878, and 
directed to the Hon. James G. Blaine, at that 
time speaker of the house of representatives. 
Mr. Kimball consumes some fourteen pages 
undertaking to bolster up the right of the 
government to insist upon these taxes. But 
when his entire argument is sifted and 
brought down to its last analysis, the one 
main reason that he gives to support his con- 
tention that these taxes were indirect and 
not direct in his statement, unsupported in 
reason or by fact that the producer did not 
in fact pay the tax; that the tax was added 
to the selling price and the consumer pald it. 
With all due respect to Mr. Kimball, this 
contention in the minds of those who know 
the present situation, and who have been 
famillar with conditions in the cotton growing 
section of our country for the past thirty-five 
or forty years, is simply absurd, Impossible, 
and ridiculous. No man who ever lived on a 
farm, south, north, east or west, but. who 
ktiows that the farmer has no more to do with 
fixing a price for his products than has “the 
man in the moon.”’ When a farmer has any-

If gentlemen will investigate the debates had 
in the constitutional convention on this sub- 
ject of taxation they will readily see that the 
contention which I make here and which was 
made by the planter’s attorneys in the Far- 
rington case is absolutely correct. Gentlemen 
upon that investigation will find that as the 
taxing power was originajly roduced in the 
report of the committee of détail it stood: 

‘The legislature of the United States shall 
have power to lay and collect taxes, duties, 
imposts, and excises. (See Madison's debates, 
» $78.)°’ 

If this clause had stood as the committee of 
details originally reported it, it would have 


; 


given to congress unlimited power of taxation, 
which might have been used to the advantage 
of some states and the prejudice of others, 
and for thfe reason, which was conceded by 
all, when this taxation matter ,came before 
the convention itself for adoption, it was 
amended by adding thereto these words: 

“Rut all such duties, imposts, and excises 
shall be uniform throughout United 
States.’’ 

And right here is the provision of the or- 
ganic law under which it 4s sought to justify 
the levy of these taxes. The insistence of 
those who support the legality of the tax levy 
is that the tax is laid by the rule of uni- 
formity, as it is stated in the act that the 
tax is to be levied on ‘‘all cotton produced 
within the United States.”’ 

This clause is quoted and gentlemen say 
that as the tax is laid upon all cotton in the 
I’nited States it is necessarily uniform and 
fully complies with the constitutional! require- 
ment. If cotton were grown in ali the states 
of the union this contention would be emi- 
nently correct, but when it ts known to the 
courts and known to the congress and known 
to every one that at the time of the levy of 
these taxes cotton could not be grown in any 
but eleven states, and that while the act 
levied the tax upon all cotton grown within 
the United States, it would not cost some 
states one penny and would extort from the 
pockets of the people in other stateg millions 
of dollars, the plea of unifromity vanishes Into 
thin air.

mating (they say exnressiy that they do not 
give a jcdicial oninion) that the direc taxes 
contemplated by the constitution are on y two, 
to wit: the capitation tax and the tax on land. 
Even if the intimation of these judges were 
correct, and that direct taxes Aas referred to in 
the constitution were limited to two, and that 
those two were the capitation tax and the 
tax on land, then the contention which fe. 
here make would be sound. I assert this be- 
cause the courts and the law writers of ap- 
proved authority all concur in the holding 
that the product of land. whether it be In 
rentals or whether it be in crops, stands upon 
exactiv the same footing as the land itself. In 
other ‘words, if the levy of a tax upon land 
would be a direct tax, and {tt shauld be re- 
quired that the tax be levied by the rule of 
apportionment, then cotton, corn, wheat, - 
bacco or other raw product of the land itse 
would likewise be considered ag land and the 
rule of apportionment would necessarily have 
to be complied with. 

Not an Excise Tax. 


In discussing the argument that the 
tax on cotion was not a direct tax, 
but an excise tax. and, therefore, not 
subject to the rule of apportionment. 
Mr. Clark explained that an excise tax 
was one charged by a country upon 
articles produced in its porders before 
they were permitted to get into the 
possession of the public; that an excise 
was a tax laid upon articles produced 
or consumed at home. 

Accepting this to be true, he called 
attention to clause |, section 8, article 
|, of the constitution of the United 
States, which reads: 

“The congress shal] have power to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts 
and excises; to pay the debts and pro- 
vide for the common defenses and gen- 
eral welfare of the Unfted States; but 
all duties, imposts and excises SHALL 
BD UNIFORM THROUGHOUT THE 
UNITED STATES.” 

He emphasized the self-evident fact 
that a tax upon a product which every- 
body in the country knew could be 
grown only in eleven states was not 
a tax whose effect was- uniform 
throughout the United States. He con- 
tinued: 

Now. I claim that the cotton taxes were 
not only illegay coliected, but illegally levied; 
because, in addition to the violation of the 
rule of apportionment, congress. in laving 
these taxes, also violated the constitutional 
provision against laying duties on exports 
from any state and those provisions relating 


to due process of law. 

Under this legislation the government of the 
United Stater co'lected, mainly from the peo- 
ple of the southern states, who had no voice 
in laying these taxes, the sum of $68,072. - 
388.99, and disposed of that sum as it did 
of legitimate revenue. Every man, no matter

Sugar Bounty Claims. 


Surely. those who were compelled to pay 
these unconstitutional taxes should not be 
treated worse than ihose persons who, act- 
ing under the provisions of the sugar bounty 
law, spent money in improvements and. ma- 
chinery nebded for the production of sugar. 
When the sugar bounty was declared un- 
constitutional by the court of appeals of the 
District of Columbia congress refunded to 
them, by the act of 1895, the money which 
they had expended in accortlance with the 
act of 1890, known as the ‘‘McKinley bill.’’ 

No one-can deny that the claim of the cot- 
ton planters is altogether as valid as the 
“sugar bounty claims’’ or the “‘French spolia- 
tion claims.’’ The cotton planters acted under 
the guarantee of the constitution of the 
United States, that their produets should not 
be taken from them without just compensa- 
tion or due process of law, unless by means 
of direct taxes apportioned among the several 
states according to numbers. This guarantee 
was violated by the federal government. 
Under the guige of taxation the government 
compelled them to contribute a large portion 
of their property to public uses. In the ‘‘in- 
come tax cases’’ it was clearly demonstrated 
that any law of this kind was invalid. What, 
then, is the legal consequence? Is it not 
clear that the government assQmed the re- 
esponsibility of refunding to those from whom 
it took the money in question every cent so 
taken? But for the prevalance of sectional 
ill-feeling these claims would have been paid 
thirty-three years ago. 

Words of Chief Justice Fuller. 


The supreme court of the United States has 
recently passed upon this question in the case 


of Pollock v. Farmers’ Loan and Trust Com- ’ 


pany. As reported in United States Court 
Reports, vol. 158, at page 601, the supreme 
court of the United States has squarely and 
fairly declared these taxes to be illegal and 
unconstitutional. In the case stated, Hylton 
v. The United States (8 Dallas, p. 171), is 
further considered, and in view of the his- 
torical evidence cited, shown to have 6nly 
decided that the ‘‘tax on carriages involved 
was an excise and was an indirect tax.’’ 

Chief Justice Fuller, in rendering the opin- 
ion in that case, said: 

‘In distributing the power of tazation the 
constitution retained to the United States the 
absolute power of direct taxation, but granted 
to the federal government the power of the 
Same taxation upon condition that fn its ex- 
ercise such taxes should be apportioned among 
the several states according to numbers, and 
this was done in order to protect the states 
which were surrendering to the federal govern- 
ment 80 many sources of income, the power of 
direct taxation which was their principal re- 
maining resource.’’ 

The chief justice further sald: 

‘“Taxes on real estate being indisputably 
direct taxes, taxes on the lands or incomes 
of real estate are clearly direct taxes.’’ 

Again he safti: 

‘Taxes. on personal property or on the in- 
come of personal property are likewise direct 
taxes,’’ 

The chief justice 
uses this language: 

“The tax imposed by sections 27 to 87, in- 
clusive, of the act of 1894, so far as it ap- 
Plies to the income of real estate and of per- 
sonal property, being a dtrect tax within the 
meaning of the constitution and therefore 
unconstitutional and void because not ap- 
portioned according to representation of those 
sections constituting ome entire scheme of 
taxation, is necessarily invalid.’’ 

These were the ‘‘income tax cases,”’ and it 
will be remembered that the chief justice and 
four of his associates concurred in the opin- 
ion rendered by the mafortty of the court. 
it is true that four associate justices—namely 
Mr. Justice Harlan, Mr. Justice Brown, Mr, 
Justice White and Mr. Justice Jackson—dis- 
sented from the opinion, Mr. Justice Harlan 
using this language: 

‘The recent civil war 
existence of the nation:

There can be no possible question In view 
of the decision of the court In the “income 
tax cases’’ that it ts the duty of congress to 
refuned the moneys collected by virtue of 
these tax statutes. (Applause.) It is said by 
some that congress cannot afford to do it 
because it involves such a large amount of 
money, more than sixty-eight millions of 
dollars. But when gentiemen view the case 
from that standpoint they must remember that 
the government has had the use — of ‘Os 
$63,000,000 for forty years and more: that it 
was originally wrung from the lean purses 
of people whose homes had been laid f 
ashes, and whose every household was in 
mourning. They must remember that this 
money was taken from people who had. no 
voice in the levying of it: that it was taken 
from a people who could least afford to bear 
the burden, and that now. after this rieh 
ak government has had the use of it 
without interest for more tha , 
these people are simply asking thet the non 
cipal be refunded. The supreme court of ‘the 
United States has sald, in effect, that it 
would not be honest on the Part of the gov- 
ernment to retain it. (Applause.)

The high water has been responsi- 
ble for numerous narrow escapes and 
thrilling rescues, but up to late tonight 
ro fatalities have béen reported. Dur-

Palermo, February 16.—From Carlen- 
tint have been received particulars of 
a somewhat gruesome discovery made 
in am ancient monastery. For many 
years the monastery has not been in- 
habited. and i!t was intended to use 
one portion of the building as a com- 
mercial school, and another as a bar- 
racks for carabineers. The _ little 
chufch attached to the monastery had, 
however, remained open for _ public 
worship. Behind the sacristy is a door, 
which had always been shut, and was 
believed to lead into one of the rooms 
of the disused monastery. A few days 
ago the syndic of Carlentin! decided 
to have the door opened and to use 
the room for storage purposes. Work- 
men were accordingly summoned, and 
when the door was broken down a 
terrifying spectacie met the gaze of 
the laborers. The room was full of 
human skeletons piled one on the oth- 
er, and reaching almost to the celling. 
Near this room were others also full 
of gruesome human remains. 

The myinicipal authorities, who were 
apprised of the matter. ordered the im- 
mediate burial of atl the skeletons. 
Shortly afterwards, at a little distance | 
from the lugubrious ossuary, two pa- 
vilionse were found also full of bones. 
It is calculated that altogether at least 
4000 skeletons were thus brought to 
light. 

A tremendous sensation -has been 
caused bv these discoveries, and natur- 
ally the wildest conjectures are made 
with regard to the origin of these os- 
, Buaries. According, however, to the 
Oldest ‘nhabitants Carlentim!, the 
‘Yacts are as follows: When monks tn- 
hakited the monastery a certain sum 
was paid them the privilege of 
sepulture in the church. The church, 
however, was small, and when there 
was no room for any more corpses, the 
monks, rather than lose an important 
*pource of Income, continued to receive 
bodies for burial, but instead of de- 
positing them beneath the floor of the 
church. cast them into the rooms be- 
hind the sacristy, or into the pavilions 
close by, where they were found.

NO DEAD NEGROES {WANTS BODY SOLD 
TO BUY MONUMENT 


ALONG RAILWAYS 


Reports of the Mississippi 
“Tomado Were Exaggerated 


ONLY THREE PERSONS DEAD 


But There Are Many Injured, and 
the Property Loss May Reach 
* $260,000 — Ome Village 
Scattered Over 4 
Miles, 


Hattiesburg, Miss., February !5.—A 
trip through Jones and Jasper coun- 
ties, Miss., early today revealed ~“ec- 
ords of only three deaths as a result 
of the cyclone which yesterday swept 
through that section of the state. 

The greatest damage wag done at 
Mossville, where two old negroes, Alec 
Kirk and his wife, lost their lives. 
The six-year-old child of Ike Holloway, 
at Service, Miss., was also killed. These 
three deaths are the only ones verified. 

Wild rumors of many dead negroes 
lying alongside railroad tracks through 
Jones and Jasper counties were inves~ 
tigated and found to be without foun- 
dation. There were many persons in- 
jured in the cyclone, but few of them 
were injured seriously, 

The property damage will be large, 
but at this time it is difficult to esti- 
mate it. Besides dwellings, stores and 
outhouses, much timber was destroyed, 
and it is thought at this time that the 
damage will amount to at least a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, possibly more, 

All of the streams in Jasper and 
Jones counties are flooded jtoday, and 
it is with difficulty that thé roads are 
traveled. A number of bridges have 
been washed away, and communication 
by road between towns has, in conse- 
quence, been cut off in many instances. 

Reports Exaggerated. 


Reports of much damage at Soso, a 

small settlement, were investigated 
and found to be greatly exaggerated. 
Several negroees were reported killed 
at that place, but this also proved to 
be untrue. 
Four whole buildings and two halves 
of buildings are the only habitations 
Standing today in Mossville. The re- 
mainder of the structures were blown 
down, and many of thém blown well 
outside the town by the storm, which 
was one of the most violent to cross 
south Mississippi. 

The buildings left standing here are 
two’ residenges, a cotton gin and a 
school house. The bulldings which the 
storm cut In two are the Gulf and Ship 
Island railroad depot and a residence. 
The station master happened to be 
in the half of the depot which was 
left standing, and was scarcely dis- 
turbed as the other half of the sta; 
tien went down in a heap and flew 
away piecemeal. 

Village Seattered Over Four Miles. 


The inhabitants of Mossville claim 
that their village was scattered over 
at least four miles of territory, this 
statement being based upon the iden- 
tification of a hatchet picked up by a 
farmer four miles from here as part 
of the stock of the general store of 
the village. The contents of this store 
are plainly visible scattered over at 
least half a mile of ground tn every 
direction by the wind. Many evidences 
of the force of, the storm are eviden:. 
Strong oak trees are twisted and up- 
rooted, and scattered in the main street 
of the town. 

The tornado cut a patch several miles 
long through timber and almost every 
other obstruction on the face of the 
country. Those who have been out in 
this storm -trail state that the loss 
may reach several hundred thousand 
doliars.

Only War Department Officer to 
Inspect State Treops 


RADICAL CHANGE IN CUSTOM 


State Inspection to Be Made Prah- 
ably im Summer—Inspection Or- 
der Sent Out Yesterday Pro- 
vides Only for Inspection 
by a United States 
Arury Officer, 


An interesting and at the same time 
remarkable fact about the order dil- 
recting the usual annual inspection of 
the national guard of Georgia, just is- 
sued, is that it makes no provision 
whatever for the customary state in- 
spection, but only for inspection by 
the United States army officer detailed 
by the war department—Major George 
F. Landers, of the coast artillery. 

Heretofore it has been customary for 
the state Inspecting officer to accom- 
pany the United States army officer, 
and for both inspections to be made at 
the same time. It is generally under- 
stood, too, that the war department 
expects a state officer to accompany 
the officer which it details to do the 
work. 

Just why Governor Smith omitted the 
State inspection this year is not known, 
though !t fs understood it will probably 
be made later on in the summer when 
more time can be given to {t. What 
the governor's plans are in this re- 
spect, however, cannot now be defi- 
nitely stated. 

There is said to be some possibility 
that the troops of the national guard 
will not relish the -absenee of the 
state inspecting officer. An army of- 
ficer is always more or less inclined 
to view even state troops according to 
army-standards which makes the test 
& severe one. By the presencd of «4 
State officer thig view is often miti- 
gated, and there is also a deal of sat- 
isfaction to be derived from the state 
officer's report. 

The Inspection Order. 


Following are the main features of 
the inspection order, which has just 
been issued from the office of the ad- 
jutant general:

Excuses will be 
Submitted promptly to the adjutant general 
on form No. 88%, A. G. O. 

Officers, of the general staff departments 
and aides-de-camp to the governor, stationed 
at Atlanta, will be inspected, dismounted, at 
the office of the adjutant general, state capi- 
tol, April 25, at 8 p. m. 

Officers of the general staff departments and 
aides-de-camp to the governor,. not stationed 
in Atlanta and field and staff officers, bands 
and hospital corps of regiments will, unless 
otherwise directed, report for inspection, dis- 
mounted, at the same time and ace as the 
organization nearest to their home station.

The adjutant general will Iikewise furnish 
a list. in duplicate, of the general: staff offi- 
cers and aides-de-oamp to the governor with 
their home stations.

Details as to dress for inspection and 
company property then follow, and the 


order concludes: 

10. The -secretary of war each year makes 
special inquiry concerning those organizations 
that fail to have 75 per cent of their enlisted 
strength present at inspection, and the in- 
specting officer will make a special report of 
those organizations failing to have thig per- 
centage, also, of those that have not the re- 
quired minimum number of men enlisted. 

Every officer and enlisted man is required 
to be present at the inspection. 

Discharges will be obtained without dday 
for all men who. on account of physical dis- 
ability or absence from etation, will not be 
present for Inspection. 

11. Commanding officers of regiments. bat- 
talions and squadrons will accompany Major 
George F. Landers, the United States inspecting 
officer, during the itnspection of the organiza- 
tions composing thelr commands, and will 
lend him every avaliable assistance for the, 
proper discharge of his duty.

That Charge Is Made-Agains! 
the Southern Pacific 


PROSECUTION IS) ORDERED 


Information as to Rebates Secured 
by Commerce Commission—Im- 
mtnity Bath Denied to Gen- 
eral Freight Agent Lace 
of Southern Pacific. 


Washington, February  '!6.—Prosecu- 
tions are to be dmetituted by the gov- 
ernment against \the Southern Pacific 
Company and against certain officials 
of that railway organization on alle- 
gations ther they pafd rebates to siip- 
pers. 

Informattion which is to be a basis for 
these prosecutions was obtained -by 
Franklin K. Lane, of the interstate com- 
merce commission, last autumn in the 
course of an extensive inquiry made by 
him into tthe affairs of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. 

Commissioner Lane’s report of his in- 
vestigation, including a transcript of the 
testimony taken by him in a formal 
hearing as an interstate commerce com- 
missioner, was made public today. 

The report has been approved by the 
commission ang e@ transscript of the 
report and of the evidence adduced eat 
the hearing has been transmitted to the 
department of justice for “such proge- 
ewthons under the lew as may be war- 
ranted.” | 

No Immunity Bath for Luce. 


Collateral with this proposed action by 
the government, the railroad commis- 
sion of California has been furnished, 
at its own request, wita ea transcript of 
the report and evidence, and has indi- 
cated to the interstate commerce ocom- 
mission its purpose to prosecute alleged 
violations of the California law that may 


be shown by the report. 

One of the particularly interesting fea- 
tures of the transcript of the evidence 
was developed just at the conclusion of 
the formal he@ring, when Commissioner 
Lane refused to place on the witness 
etand G. W. Lace, general freight agent 
of the Southern Pacific company, as @ 
witness under oath. The request that 
Mr. Luce give sworn testimony in the 
ease was made by P. F. Dunne, counsel 
for the Southern Pacific company. Com- 
missioner Juane declined to administer 
the oath +o Mr. Luce because he, Frank- 
in tgated, @id not wish to accord tt 
Mir. Luce by administering an oath to 
him and taking his testimony, immunity 
from prosecution for violations of the 
law. He offered to receive a statement 
from Mr. Luce respecting the rebate 
practices of the Southern Pacific com- 


pany and enter it as a part of the rec- 
ord of the case, but he ‘made it. clear 


that this statement was not to be made 


under oath, 
What the Report Shows. 


In the eourse of his report, Commis- 
sioner Lane says that his inquiry was 
conducted in San Francisco. on the sec- 
ond, third and fourth days of October, 
1907, ang that from the evidence ad- 


duced he finds: 

“That the existence of an extensive 
system of preferential rates granted cerT- 
tain shippers of intersiate business by 
the Southern Pacific company. The rec- 
ord discloses a list of 108 firms, cor- 
porations and individuals who enjoy 
what are known as ‘special inside rates’ 
—less than the rates published to the 
general public—on the movement of cer- 
tain designated traffic between points 
within the state of California. 

“That shippers paid the full published 
rate in the first f*hstance and were al- 
lowed the refund upon claims which 
went through the auditing department 
under instructions from the traffic de- 
partment that such sipecial rates should 
apply upon interstate shipments. 

“That such refunds asgmounted in va- 
rious months of the years 1906 and 1907 
to from $30,000 to $60,000 per month. 

“That such refunds given to one firm 
amounted to the sum of $23,994 @uring 
the period from April, 1906 (the date of

SPELLBINDING 


He Makes Two Speeches at 
Hartford, Conn.---Endorses 
the Roosevelt Policies. 


Hartford, Conn., February 1!5.—Secre- 
tary of War Taft played a dull roll in 
the course of his visit to Hartford late 
today and this evening. A few ~min- 
utes after he reached the city he ad- 
dressed a big gathering at Foot Guard 
hall, and later he was the guest of 
honor at the annual dinner of the Hart- 
ford Yale Alumn! Association. At both 
gatherings he was given a rousing 


welcome. 
In his Foot Guard hall speech the pol- 
icles presented by the late President 
McKinley and those of the Roosevelt 
atration, together with some 
menemane yy tena formed the basis of his 
address. Secretary Taft indorsed all 
of the bigger issues of those admin- 
istrations, including expansion, on 
which he spoke somewhat at length. 
He also discussed the relations of cap- 
ital and labor, stating that if capital 
found it desirable to organize for the 
protection of its interests, labor has 
a right to do the same, but that viola- 
tions of law by labor would be pun- 
ished just as severely and certainly as 
the misdeeds of capital. He also dis- 
cussed the Panama canal, predicting 
its completion in five years. 
In discussing railroad measures and 
the legislation enacted regarding them, 
Secretary Taft said that if any of the 
railroad presidents were interviewed 
today, down deep in their hearts they 
would say that they were glad of what 
had happened, because they are now 
able to hold up their heads—something 
some of them could not do before. 
An interruption occurred a¢ this point 
when a man in the audience asked 
about the $29,000,00Uu fine against the 
Standard Oil Company, but the speaker 
turned the question off with an anec- 
dote. 
The secretary then took up the Issue 
of labor unionism and conceded the 
right of the workingman to organize 
for his own protection. He said that 
on all but one potnt—the question of 
wages—the laboring man and capital- 
ist are practically agreed. Both know 
that it is necesary to have capital, and 
that capital should have a suitable re- 
turn, but there will always be a con- 
flict on the matter of wages. It is 
necessary for the laboring man to pro- 
vide a common fund if a strike be 
necessary. : 
Secretary Taft referred to the abuse 
practiced by fiduciary corporations by 
which funds are diverted from the 
ward to the trustee. The recent dis- 
closures, he said, shocked the pub- 
lic. There was a great moral awaken- 
ing all over the country. He praised the 
employers’ Hability bill, and at the 
conclusion of his speech was loudly ap- 
plauded.

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Washington, D. C., February i6.—The 
interstate commerce commission today, 
in informal rulings, announced that 4 
carrier in arranging personally con- 
ducted tours must keep separate 
charges for transportation and for meals 
and hotel acommodations, leaving to the 
patron the right to accept the trans- 
portation without the other accommo- 
dations.

HAVE ATTAINED THEIR CHAMP TITLES 
BY WINNING OVER ALL OPPONENTS 


If absolute preeminence in their spe- 
Cialties over all rivals throughout the 


world be the test America’s four great-: 


eét athletes are: Daniels, of New York, 
in swimming; Gould, of Lakewood, in 
court tennis; Sheridan, of New York, 
in al] around athletics, and Miss May 
Sutton, of California, in lawn tennis. 

Perhaps the most wonderful perform- 
ances of the year were those of 
Charles M. Daniels, who, although he ts 
but 23 yearg old, has annexed more 
world’s records than any other swim- 
mer. During the last year alone he 
broke thirty-seven records, and in one 
night he set up thirteen new marks. 

About six years ago Daniel’s father 
brought a puny youngster, his son, to 
the New York Athletic Club, tied a 
rope around his wrist, and threw him 
into the tank. The youngstér sputtered 
and floundered around and, as he him- 
self put it, ‘“‘swallowed enough water 
to sink a warship.”’ 

Daniels’ father says that for a long 
time he could not persuade his boy to 


come nor could he drag him anywhere | 


near the tank. But, as young Daniels 
wanted to go rowing with his school- 
boy friends, and as his father would 
not allow him to go out In a boat until 
he had learned to gwim. the youngster 
spent many hours in the tank until he 
had mastered the art, 

Gun Sunstrom, the coach, soon noted 
the exceptional aptitude of the boy in 
the swimming line, and Alex Meffert 
predicted that some day he would be- 
come a champion. But he did not rise 
to championship form in a few weeks, 
as many people believe. From the 
summer of !902 imti] December, 1/903, 


‘the practiced fafthfally, hut he did not 


win a race. 

December §, !903. he won his first 
race, the 100-yard handicap, at the New 
York Athletic Club. From that time 
on he has broken one record after an- 
other. In fact. 80 wonderful were his 
performanceg that people abroad did not 
credit them until Daniels met and de- 
feated the best of the foreign swim- 
mers, 

Jay Gould, who is the son of George 
J. Gould, and the grandson of the fa- 
mous Jay Gould, has developed steadily 
in the court tennis game. He has play- 
ed the game ever since he was old 
enough to hold a racket,-and has been 
taught systematically by the best teach- 
ers obtainable. 

His first public match was against Pe- 
ter Latham, the Pnglish professional,

in 1906, and, although beaten, he made 
an excellent showing. Within the short 
space of three months he passed from 
the novice to the champtionship class. 
Early in 1906 he won the Tuxedo gold 
racket and the national amateur cham- 
pionship. Then, crossing to England, 


‘where the game is more !n vogue, he 


made a clean sweep through all the 
preliminary matches, or the “prelimin- 
ary ties,’ as they are calied, and, 
after defeating Pennell, the champion 
of 1904, he met the English champion, 
Eustace Miles, 

Miles had many advantages over the 
young player, for he was e man of 38 
and had held the championship from 
1899 on, with the exception of 10904, 
but even against him young Gould made 
an excellent showing. Again in _ 1907 
Gould had a clean record on this side 
of the water, and in that year he ful- 
filled the prophecy of Latham that he 
would lose the champlonship tn_ 1906, 


but win it tn 1907. After a long drawn 


out match with Miles, during which 
Gould suffered much from cramps in 
the muscles of the han@ he finally won 
by a score of three sets to two. 

Miss May Sutton, the wonderful 
young tennis player of Pasadena, Cal., 
is probably the best woman _ tennis 
player ever seen on the tennis courts. 
In fact, many ambitious men players 
would have a sad awakening if they 
were to tackle the plucky lIittle west- 
erner.. 

Miss Sutton comes from a family of 
tennis players, her father, a retired 
Pnglish captain, and her three sisters, 
Ethel, Violet. and Florence, all playing 
the game. She was -an infant prodigy 
in the tennis line, winning the Pacific 
coast champlonship when but !4 years 
old. After an unbroken series of vic- 
tories she came east itn 1904 and con- 
tinued her winning streak, beating Miss 
Bessie Moore for the national cham- 
pionship. 

In 1905 she repeated her series of vic- 
tories throughout the eastern United 
States and then went to England. 
Throughout the British national tour- 
nament at Wimbledon she played con- 
sistently. winning from the best of the 
English women players. In the finals 
she met Miss D. X. Douglass, supposed- 
ly the best woman\player in thg world, 
but the sturdy Californian downed her 
in two straight sets. 

In 1906 Miss Sutton again journeyed 
to England to defend her title of 
world’s champion. Again she met Miss 
Douglass in the finals, but this time 


was defeated, thus breaking her long 


series of victories. Until that time Miss 
Sutton had the most marvelous record 
ever known of the tennis, for in all her 
championship play throughout the 
eastern United States and England she 
not only never had lost a match, but 
had never lost even one set. 

During this last year Miss Sutton pre- 
ferred playing in England to defend- 
ing her American title. It had been 
said by the friends of Miss Douglass 
that at the time she played the Cali- 
fornia girl in 1906 she was suffering 
with a sprained wrist, which alone pre- 
vented her from winning, as she did 
the following year, so that Miss Sutton 
especially wished to have another 
ehance at the British champion. As in 
1906 the American girl was again vic- 
torious, defeating her English rival in 
Straight sets and excelling her tn every 
peentnens of the game except serv- 
ng. 

Miss Sutton keeps strict training dur- 
ing tournament time, going to bed each 
evening at !0 o'clock. The game in 
which the California girl excels is in 
her driving. There are few men play- 
ers who put greater force in forehand 
drives. Her serving is only fairly 
strong, and perhaps her weakest point 
is her backhand stroke, but her excep- 
tional placing and driving, both in the 
back court and at the net, more than 
make up for these faults. 


Martin Sheridan, the young New York 
athlete, had a glorious record during 
the year. When in 1905 Sheridan, who 
then was only 2! years old, defeated 
the famous Pilery Clark, of Boston, and 
G. B. Gunn, of Buffalo, incidentally 
breaking the world’s all-round record, 
he was recognized as a great athlete. 
Although hampered by an injured leg, 
Sheridan took part in the Olympic 
games the following year, winning 
firsts in free style discus throwing and 
shot putting and seconds in the stand- 
ing broad jump, standing high jump, 
and putting the stone. 

This last year Sheridan put the all 
around record still higher, making 7,130 
points out of a possible 10,000. To do 
this. however, he was forced to ‘run the 
c~entury in :1045 and the mile in 
5:42 2-5: he put the !6-pound shot 43 
feet, threw the 56-pound weight 27 
feet 10 inches, and lined out the 1{6- 
pound hammer for a throw of 108 feet 
6% inches; in the high jump he cleared 
& feet 8 inches, valuted [0 feet 6% 
inches In the pole vault, and covered 20 
feet 7% inches tn the 
time for the half-mile walk being 
— 1-5, and for the high hurdles :!7

Although these are records that any 
athlete could be proud of, !t is probable 
that he would have done éven better if 
pushed to his limit. Sheridan, endow- 
ed with almost perfect build, probably 
will set a still higher mark within the 


next few years.

Testing the Messages. 


Meanwhile, however, by the ajd of 
their two principal “mediums” or “au- 
tomatists,’’ Mrs. Piper and Mrs. Verrall, 
the Psychical Research Society is un- 
derstood to be determined to continue 
its seances, Many extraordinary “‘com- 
munications’ have, it is stated. been 
received from the spirit or ‘intelligence’ 
of the late F. 'W. H. Myers, who be- 
fore hig death deposited a mysterious 
packet—the contents of which have 
never been divulged—with the committee 
of the Psychical Research Soctety. He 
expressed the remarkable intention, 
before he died, of endeavoring to es- 
tablish from the spirit world a connec- 
tion with the investigators of the so- 
clety. : 

Has he done so? Sir Oliver Lodge's 
words. in his lecture would indicate 
that he hag actually Gone so, but that 
conclusive proof of the “identity” of 
his “intelligence” is still lacking. How 
can this be obtained? Sir Oliver oldge 
admits that the difficulties of doing so 
are “enérmous.” But what will be done 
is, briefly, understood to be this: Two 
mediums will be employed. They will, 
quite independently of each other, take 
down parts of such “automatic” -writ- 
ing. These will be compared. Fur- 
thermore, it will be the earnest endea- 
vor of the investigators during the 
course of the further seances to obtain 
from the communicating, or ‘“con- 
trolling.’’ spirits some information or 
“criteria’’ which will be new to man- 
kind. 

The Psychical Research Soctety will 
not make public the details of the re- 
markable manifestations referred to by 
Sir Oliver Lodge until the conclusion 
of investigations.

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TRUE AND FALSE “SPOOKS;” 


WORLD-SEARCH FOR TRUTH}: 


Boston, February 15.—(Special.)— | 
Modern scepticism doesn’t seem to lay 
the ghosts. Belief in “spooks” of one 
kind or another, or at any rate in mys- 
terious forces’ which transcend ordin- 
ary experience, is strong in this age of 
enlightenment. Enthusiastic and well 
trained inquirers are continually dis- 
covering phenomena which in their 
judgment can be explained only in 
case there lie beyond the world of the 
senses manifestations of which the hu- 
man mind is not ordInarily cognizant. 
The bequest, just made, of a sum of 
money to Clark University in this state 
for special investigation of the clalms 
of spiritism is a new illustration of 
the modern disposition toward the oc- 
cult. 

The president of the university at 
Worcester, Dr. G. Stanley Wall, emi- 
nent as a psychologist of very prac- 
tical turn of mind, is reported to have 
expressed his entire willingness to re- 
ceive the bequest and to live up to its 
terms. His desire to do whatever is 
reasonable in studying the facts, or al- 
leged facts, of occultism is in line with 
the attitude of an increasing number 
of scientifically trained men. 

Whatever investigation, furthermore, 
is carried on at Clark will be simply 
another contribution to the vast 
amount of material of this character 
that has been brought together in 
the past 25 or 30 years by earnest 
students in Europe and America. Many 
Americans, whether rightly or wrong- 
ly, still think of the occult simply as 
an imaginary realm which vulgar 
fakirs exploit for the sake of their 
pocketbooks, and they have no con- 
ception of the importance of the au- 
thoritles who have ranged themselves 
on the side of spiritism, or of the num- 
ber of literary documents by respon- 
sible writers dealing with cases which, 
if not due to deception, must have a 
bearing on the problents of the nature 
and destiny of the human soul. 

Only this month the civilized world 
was startled by the declarations of Sir 
Oliver Lodge, whom many recognize 
as the most distinguished living scien- 
tist, that he has believed himself to be 
in communication with manifestations 
from another world. Sir Oliver, say 
those who agree with the late William 
E. Gladstone in holding psychic re- 
search to be “the most important work 
which is being done in the world,” 
should be no easy victim of the itiner- 
ant medium or professional hypnotist. 
As professor of physics for many 
years, principal of the University of 
Birmingham and enthusiastic first 
hand investigator in the region of the 
new chemistry, involving theories of 
radium and ionization, no man ought 
to be better equipped to distinguish 
between fraudulent and true. 

Sir Oliver is not alone, as all the 
world knows, among European and 
American men of high attainments in 
science whose researches in spiritism 
and kindred subjects have led to a be- 
lief that we may be about to make 
fundamental discoveries in metaphys- 
ics. Many of the Englishmen of inter- 
national reputation have for years 
been active members of the Society of 
Psychical Research. Its proceedings 
number about twenty thick volumes, 
Of more cosmopolitan caste is the con- 
siderable group of devotees of psychic 
research whose/special organ is the 
“Annals of Psychical Sclence,” publish- 
ed fortnightly in the French language 
in Paris and in English in Lendon (the 
Boston publishing firm of Small, May- 
nard and Company having’ recently 
been appointed American agents) and 
containing contributions by world fa- 
mous authorities. The directors of 
this publication are Dr. Dariex and 
Professor Richet, while on the commit- 
tee of publication are such men as 
Sir William Crookes the English chem- 
ist, Camille Flammarion, astronomer, 
and Caesar Lombroso with whose dis- 
covery of the methods of modern crim- 
inology ev eryAmerican is familiar. 

In this country the American Society 
for Psychical Research continues its 
interesting work. Its “proceedings” 
are issued under the editorship of Pro- 
fessor James H. Hyslop, formerly of 
Columbia University. Antedating 
them-and already becoming classics of 
the subject are the proceedings of the 
old American Society for Psychical Re- 
search, which contained contributions 
by such men as Professors William. 
James and Josiah Royce, of Harvard 
University, ,and by the late Richard 
Hodgson, the dean of psychical re- 
search in America. 

The three volumes of the newer so- 
clety which have been issued up to 
date cite cases that have attracted 
widespread interest through their ap- 
parent genuineness. In the last vol- 
ume of proceedings, for example, Pro- 
fessor Hyslop himself makes remarka- 
ble statemen*s of results obtained 
through a new medium, a “Mrs. 
Smead,” with powers which he believes 
to equal or even surpass those of the 
celebrated Mrs. Piper, of Boston, whose 
case has been under constant study 
of experts for many years. Through 
this medium Professor Hyslop. re- 
ceived, among many other remarkable 
communications, a telepathic message 
from his deceased wife to the effect 
that her father was abgut to die in his 
Philadelphia home—as, indeed, he did 
die in strict accordance with the pre- 
diction. Mrs. Smead is said to be the 
assumed name of the wife of a@ clergy- 
man living in an interior town who 
accepts no money for her services and 
has never appeared tn public, so she 
seems not to have the ordinary mo- 
tives for deception. 

In addition te these volumes of pro- 
ceedings which give Americans speci- 
ally interested in the scientific aspects 
of psychic research an opportunity to 
keep in touch with the latest happen- 
ings in this fascinating domain of in- 
vestigation an extensive general liter- 
ature is growing up. Professor Hyslop, 
who has devoted most of his recent 
years to a study of the problems of 
occultism, has treated in a clear, pop- 
ular way.such topics as disassociation, 
illusions, hallucinations, subconscious 
action, secondary personality, crystal 
gazing, clairvoyance, mediumistic phe- 
nomena and the like In such works 
as his “Borderland of Psychical Re- 
search,” “Enigmas of Psychical Re- 
search” and “Science and a Future 
Life.”” Dr. I. B. Funk, the well-known 
temperance advocate, has written ex- 
tensively on kindred subjects. 

Very entertainingly from the popular 
point of view, Camille Flammarion, he 
who beyond perheps any other writer 
has made astronomy interesting to the 
newspaper readers of two continents, 
has been looking into subjects of psy- 
chical interest for nearly forty years 
and has become convinced that while 
undeniably a large percentage of fraud 
exists in mediumistic performances, 
there are instances In which the lifting 
of tables, the moving of pieces of fur- 
niture, the raising of pianos, the blow- 
ing about of curtains, tW appearance 
of hands, heads and spectral figures 
may be accomplished by use of forces 
that have not heretofore been appraised 
by scientists, M. Flammarion in his 
book “Mysterious Psychic Forces,” 
which has just been translated into 
English, does not/ deny that ail medi- 
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that “they don’t always cheat; and 
they possess real undeniable psychic 
powers.” He has personally carried 
on many experiments and has con- 
firmed his observations with the cam- 
era. Inasmuch as he has, according to 
his statements,. often seen a heavy ta- 
ble lifted to a height of eight, twelve 
or even sixteen inches from the floor 
under conditions where the only lifting 
that could be practised was due to the 
hards of four or five persons placed 
on its top, he has arrived at the con- 
clusion that the levitation of objects 
by psychic power ts no more to be 
doubted than the lifting of a pair of 
scissors by the aid of a magnet. 

The astronomer maintains @ truly 


dences of powers which the more cred- 
ulous associate unhesitatingly with a 
world apart from our own. He merely 
understands that marvelous feats are 
accomplished with the help of forces 
which are not recognized in the ordi- 
nary text books of physics and chemts- 
try and without expressing opinion as 
to the future life or the existence of 
God, he maintains that the soul exists 
independently of the body, with facul- 
tiles that are still very little under- 
stood, and that in some instances with- 
out intervention of the five senses. 
One of the most frequent accusations 
brought against the conclusions of 
some of the very eminent men of sci- 
ence who have participated in the work 
of psychical research is that, being of 
a& gulleless and unscrupulous nature, 
they are readily deluded. That is a 
charge made by Professor BE. W. Scrip- 
ture, of the psychological department 
of Yale University, in a recent article 
in The Independent. Acknowledging, 
no doubt, the immense value to human 
kind of Sir William Crookes’ studies in 
chemistry, many of which have revolu- 
tionized whole industries. Mr. Scrip- 
ture asserts that outside of his own 
domain of investigation Sir William is 
a man of childish mind. He throws out 
Similar hints regarding an eminent 
professor of physiology in a world 
famous American university who, as 
Says, has been fooled at seances where 
many of the audience saw the trick. 
There is at least one investigator into 
things occult whom efen Professor 
Scripture would probably not regard as 
being necessarily by temperament and 
training an easy mark. This is Here- 
ward Carrington, formerly a profes- 
sional sleight-of-hand performer in 
England and now a restdent of New 
York city, a member of the Council of 
the American Soctlety of Scientific Re- 
Search, and an assistant to Dr. Hyslop 
in certain of his work. Mr. Carrington 
has been called a “spook detective.” 
It actually is detective work in which, 
for a considerable part of his time, he 
is engaged. He shares with Flam- 
marion the conviction that every medf- 
um, whether he has genuine psychic 
power or not, {is pecullarly subject to 
temptations to use trickery. His in- 
terest in psychic affairs was aroused 
by the discovery that through his 
knowledge of legerdemain he was en- 
abled to detect the more common forms 
of deception. Investigation led him, 
however, to believe that among the 
mediumistic manifestations there are 
some that can be explained only in 
terms of forces beyond our present 
ken. His studies of individual mediums 
have led him now to Nova Scotia, now 
to the middle :+west, now to sittings 
with Mrs. Piper, who ts living in seclu- 
sion near Boston.

Because of the fact that our general 
press chairman suggests and com- 
mends these club departments, I wish 
to stress the matter and urge on state 
clubs to take this question up.

The need of a home for friendless and | 
wayward girls had long been felt by 
the women interested in city mission 
work, and {t wag made possidie four 
years ago by the generous gift of Mr. 
Walter P. Biassingame, in memory of) 
his mother. hence the name. This home, 
though only four years old, has 
wonderfully used of God in 
tion and upbuilding of a very 
class of girls. 
It is for preventive, rather than res- 
cue werk. as we usually employ that 
term: for the girls who are sheltered 
here have not put themselves under the, 
ban of public opinion, but are the chil- 
dren of misfortune, deprived of their 
parents or worse than orphans, and 
whose ages debarred them from an or- 
phanage. Girls from ten to eighteen 
are received’ into the home and given 
training in house work, laundry, sew- 
ing. etc.
